I  immediately  placed  them  in  wa¬ 
ter  and  much  to  my  great  surprise 
they  revived  perfectly  and  opened  up 
and  held  nine  and  ten  open  florets 
for  several  days.  Baron  Munchausen 
looks  good  to  me.  If  it  performs  for 
others  as  it  does  in  your  plantings 
it  is  the  best  red  in  its  class.
